RESOLUTtOJ^S providing for the appointment of commis"

Approved, May 29, 1822. 

The select committee to whom was referred the message 
of the Governor and accompanying documents, relative to 
the military claims west of tho Tennessee river, have had 
the same under consideration, and ask leave to report. 

That, whereas, the state of Virginia has through her 
€Q)i»missioner> Benjamin Watkins Leigh, esquire, oommu- 
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hicatcd certain resolutions of the legislature of that 8fate> 
touching the unsatisfied claims of the officers and soldiers 
of the Virginia state line^ to bounties in lands ; requiring of 
the state of Kentucky to recognize by law their right to lo- 
cate unsatisfied military warrants, \vest of the Tennessee 
river ; and to permit the holders of those already located up- 
on bad land or so as to interfere with other claims, to with- 
draw the same and survey them on any lands in the said 
district west of the Tennessee river; or upon i\ie refusal of 
the legislature of Kentucky to pass such law, then require 
Ing the appointment of a hoard of commissioners, to be or- 
ganized under the Sth article of the compact between tbii 
two states, who shall be authorised to decide such points as 
shall be in diOerence between them ; and as the state of 
Kentucky cannot accede to the first proposition, because 
she is satisfied that^the claims set forth by Virginia, in be-^ 
lialf of .the officers and soldiers of her state line, ought not 
to bo recognized as valid against the state of Kentucky ; 
but as the state of Virginia has preferred the claim, a re« 
i^pect foi' her, and s sacred regard for justice induces the le- 
gislature of Kentucky, in the spirit of conciliation and 
iriends|np, promptly to accede to the second proposition ^ 
more especially a^ the state of Kentucky claims the right to 
jiass the several laws which have been enacted by her legis- 
]atui*e, in relation to occupying claimants of land, who may 
Lave lost, or who tnay loose their lands, in consequence of 
elder or better claims, derived either from the laws of Vir* 
fj^inia or this state — and that nothing in tlie compact between 
Virginia and Kentucky forbids the same. Ajid inasmuch 
as the same has been questioned under colour of said com- 
pact, and that this state has made known to Virginia, 
through her commissioners Henry Clay and Geo, M. Bibb, 
esquires, appointed for thai purpose, her desire- to have the 
\alidity of said laws, recognized by Virginia, or any differ- 
ence of opinion touciung the same to be referred to a board 
of commissioners, to be appointed by said states respective- 
ly* pursuant to the provisions of the 8tli article of said 
compact, which proposition was declined by Virginia, and 
the latter alternative rejected by her upon the ground, that 
the said commissioners were not authorised to solicit the 
appointment of such board of commissioners, provided to be 
a])pointed by the said compact, to take into consideration, 
and decide all matters of difference between the two states, 
arising under the provisions and true construction of said 
compact; which board, Virginia professed herself willing 
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to Iiave apiwiniod, fo be vested with surli general powers. 
Andj whereas^ this state is willing and desirous to have not 
only the right of this state to pass the laws commonly call- 
ed the occupying claimant laws, but all matters of difference 
or coi^plaints which have been or may be preferred by ci- 
ther of said states against the otherf on the ground of said 
compact^ submitted to and decided by such board ; there- 
fore. 

Resolved, by the General Jlssembly of the CommonweaUh 
of Kentucky, That it is expedient to appoint a board of com- 
missioners, as desired by the state of Virginia, in her 
communication to this general assembly, under the eightli 
article of the compact, to determine all matters of controver- 
sy between the two states. 

Resolved, That a commissioner be appointed by joint vole 
of the senate and house of Representatives, on the part of 
this state, with authority to enter into the necessary ar- 
rangements and stipulations with the Virginia commission- 
er preparatory to the organization of the tribunal under tho 
compact, and report the same to the legislature of Kentiic- 
ky at their next session, to enable them to appoint commis* 
sioners on the part of Kentucky ; which report shall bo 
subject to the controul of the legislature. 

Resolved, That the governor of Kentucky, be requested 
to communicate the foregoing resolutions to Benjainin 
nalkiiis Leigh, esq. tlio commissioner from Virginia.

WHEREAS, it hath been represented to the 
present General Assembly ; That the confer- P'«a™^le 
ences held for the Methodist Episcopal Churchy 
in the states of Kentucky and Ohio, have deter- 
mined upon establishing an extensiye seminary 
of learning in the western country ;. to the sup- 
port of which, they are pledged to use their. utr 
most and undivided efforts, and from which, np 
student is to be excluded in consequence of hi^ 
religious opinions or the religious opinions of 
his parents, relations or guardians ; and that 
the said seminary of learning shall be conduct- 
ed upon free, liberal and enlightened principles* 

And whereas, it hath been also represented ; 
That in consequence of the trustees of the Brack- 
en Academy having agreed to appropriate tUd 
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proceeds of a fund of ten thousand ddllars^ be* 
longing to said academy^ specially for the 8up-> 
port of Latin, Greek and English branches of 
education, to be taught in said seminary of 
learning : tlie commissioners on the part of the 
aforementioned conferences have located the 
said seminary of learning in the tovn of Augus-* 
ta, and county of Bracken, in this state, there 
forever to remain.

minds. And a full and fair trial having proved 
that the present laws of this state are highly de- 
fective, and are not calculated to aid in the best 
manner, the restoration and final cure of such 
persons ; and yet are found to be enormously 
expensive in their operation and rapidly increas- 
ing ; For remedy whereof.

WHEREAS, it is desirable to promote tiie 
education of that portion of the communitj^ 
who, by the mysterious dispensation of Provi- . 

dence, are born deaf and of course dumb, and **"^ * 
experience in other countries having evinced 
the practicability of reclaiming them to the rank 
of their species, by a judicious and well adapted 
course of education — it is represented that 
many of our philanthropic citizens would con- 
tribute to promote an object so benevolent and 
humane, if this legislature would co-operate, by 
affording pecuniary aid, and designating a 
mode by which the gratuities devoted thereto
